Now , therefore , in exercise of the powers 
conferred by clause ( 1 ) of article 123 of the 
Constitution , the President is pleased to 
promulgate the following Ordinance : 


1. Short title and commencement.-- ( 1) This 
Ordinance may be called the Institutes of 
Technology (Amendment) Second Ordinance , 
2001.

2. Amendment of section 2.- In 
section 2 of the Institutes of Technology 
Act , 1961 (hereinafter referred to as the 59 of 1961 .

5. Insertion of new section 5A.- After section 
5 of the principal Act, the following section shall 
be inserted , namely : 


" 5A . Effect of incorporation of Institute of 
Technology, Roorkee.-- On and from the 
commencement of the Institutes of Technology 
(Amendment) Second Ordinance , 2001, 


( a ) any reference to the University of 
Roorkee in any law (other than this 
Ordinance ) or in any contract or other 
instrument shall be deemed as a reference 
to the Indian Institute of Technology, Roorkee ; 


( e ) on the commencement of the 
Institutes of Technology (Amendment ) 
Second Ordinance , 2001, the Vice 
Chancellor of the University of Roorkee , 
appointed under the provisions of the 
Roorkee University Act , 1947 shall be U. P. Act IX 
deemed to have been appointed as of 1948 .
